‘From the Rev. Mr. Johns’ Appendix to 
~ Messrs. Lincoln and Edmund:;’ 
the Narrative ] 

1808. In February. another Hindoo 
was ordained to the work of the minis- 
try. Our native brother, Rughoo, a 
venerable old man, died this month in 
the full exercise of faith. Accounts have 
reached Serampore, that there are seve- 
ral pious soldiers in aregiment at Ber- 
hat apore. 

(bout twenty-one persons have been 
alded to the church in 1808. The fol- 
lowing conversations between Kristno, 
and some Hindoos, in a journey of the 
former to Orissa, are very intet esting. 

Avristno. You are going to see Jugger- 
naut ; but he is made of a piece of wood. 
Ifthere be such an one as Jugyernaut, 
he cannot live in wood, nor in stone ; he 
would stay in the mind of a man. 

Brahmins. (angrily.) What! do you 
say that our Juggernaut is only a piece 
of wood P 


Kristno. Exercise your judgment. If 
ugvernaut can drive away sin from the 
hearts of men, and give t! vem a holy 
mind 3; then he is tr uly God: but he can- 
not do this. Ifa man steal and go to 

Juggernaut to be pardoned, he cannot 
taxe sin out of the heart, for he will re- 

turn to his stealing again. After consi- 
derable conversation, Kristno told them 
of Jesus Christ, « whose blood cleanseth 
from all sin!) After this they met with 
a native from Orissa, who told Kristno,

that he should be born eighty lacks of 


times, (a lack, 100,000) alluding to the 
Hindoo doctrine of transmigration ; ; that 
he did not know what form he should be- 

come, but that the last time he would be 
aman. Kristno told him, that men 
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were born once, and would die once, and 
after this, they would appear before the 
judgment se at of Christ. Then he proe- 
ceeded to direct him to the great Salva- 
tion provided of God in Jesus Christ; 
and of the blessed hope which the Chris- 
tian has of being raised again in the like- 
ness of his Lord. During this time, 
numbers crowded about them, who as- 
sented to its truths; and this man also 
acknowledged the truth concerning 
Christ. He continued a fellow traveller 
with them all that day and a great part 
of the next. The Brahmins of Orissa in 
converse “ve manifested great dislike to 
the gospel ; many stood by as spectators, 
among whom, one woman listened with 
earnest attention. 

In the autumn of 18068, a brief memoir 


of the translations having been  printed,- 


Mr. Fuller visited the north of England 
and Scotland to collect fer them. ‘The 
liberality with which the friends of Christ 
of all denominations, in Scotland especi- 
ally, came forward in support of this im 
portant object, may be seen by the ap- 
pendix, to No. xvi, of the Periodical 
Jiccounts. It exceeded every thing 
which had gone before it, in ihe three 
precedin g visits of 1799, 1802, and 1805, 
and affords a pleasing hope, that the 
work will not stop for want of sup- 
port. 
i809. A letter from Mr. Rowe, (dated 
Dec. 1809,) will shew the interesting 
state of the mission inthis year. He 
commences with blessing God, for hav- 
ing removed certain restrictions, which 
on the preceding year seem to have op- 
erated in some degree against the mis- 
sionaries. “ God hasbeen exce -eding gra- 
cious to us, and for which we “have 
reason for abundant thankfulness. But 
when we add to this the increase made 
to his church, our obligations multiply 
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Sixty-three persons have been baptized 
during the present year, and others are 
oo amg as candidates lor baptism.— 

rother Chamberlain has been greatly 
blessed in his labours among the soldiers 
at Berhampore, about 40 miles from, 
and a little north of Cutwa:36 of the 
above number were of these soldiers.— 
These friends feel much interested in the 
cause of God, and lately made a collec- 
tion among themselves for the mission, 
amounting to abour 10/. sterling. “Two 
or three of them have gifts for public 
speaking, and when destitute of a min- 
istering brother, one of these gives an 
exhortation. Itis a matter of great joy 
to see a church of pious men ina regiment 
of soldiers, consisting at this time, prub- 
ably of 40 members.” 

Mr. Chamberlain describes this extra- 
ordinary work amongst the soldiers more 
fully in a letter to Dr. Staughton, dated 
Feb. 1810. Qn one Lord’s day nine 
were baptised, and on a following one 
12. One of these persons died a short 
time afterwards, triumphing in the faith 
of the gospel. In 1808, this man was a 


a ad on the stage, at the barracks, 


erhampore. At the last ordinarce 
season, three persons were brought to 
hear the word of Ged in a singular way. 
One of the brethren was going to meeting 
on the Lord’s day afternoon, when he 
met a soldier noted for his irreligion, 
whom he asked to go to meeting; he 
promised, though ina thoughtless way, 
that he would. On meeting his comrades 
he told them that he had premised to go 
to meeting in the evening ; they laughed 
athim; but he told them he would keep 
his word; upon which, they, laughing, 
said that they also would go. They went, 
and it is hoped that God in his mercy, 
met them all at that time. 
God then spoken by one of the elders 
reached their hearts. They have been 
regular in their attendance ever since. 
and in their conduct are changed from 
‘ lions to lambs.’ Two of them were pa- 
pists. On being ridiculed for changing 
their religion, one of them replied, « No, 
you are wrong there: I have not chang- 
ed my religion, for I never had any: it 
is religion that has changed me.”  Ano- 
ther. a Roman Catholic by profession, 
was formerly a great persecutor ; and 
one day beat his brother, without mercy,

for changing his religion: He also jg, 
subject of mercy,—now in his tury oy. 
fers persecution, and bears it patiently. 
In short, our work of God in this regi. 
ment is full of wonders. Such a display 
of the power of Divine grace we hay. 
never betore witnessed: God in. this 
work wonderfully owns the simple means 
of grace. Mr. Parsons, an evangelical 
Episcopalian, has doubtless been very 
usefulamongst them, and for them ; but be 
acknowledged, that he found them to be of 
great use tohimself. The barracks now ring 
with the joyous songs of Zion, where, i, 
times past, were heard only tlie yells of 
profaneness,—the profane are thundey 
struck! ‘The work is progressive—yine. 
leaders in vice come out from amony 
their fellows, which serves to thin the 
ranks daily. , 

* This church in the army consists of 
48 baptised members. Three have beer 
removed by death ; ome is now ill, who 
would have been of the church, if Proyi. 
dence ha’ permitted. Several have die: 
in the hospital, in very hopeful cireuw. 
stances. About 20 are the subjects o 
inquiry. O magnify the Lord with us!” 

Dr. Carey, writing on the same su)- 
ject says, * The persons first brouglit 
under concern, were convinced of be- 
lievers’ baptism, merely by the word of 
God, not knowing that the person, to 
whom one of them accidentally mention- 
ed it,(Mr. Mardon) was a Baptist‘: as 
you may judge, the surprise of the sol- 
diers was great.” 

From Dr. Carey to Dr. Baldwin, \)- 
vember, 1809. * When T first arrived in 
this country, November 1], 1793, there 
was one evangelical minister of the 
church of England in this town, who hat 
been here for several years, and besiles 
him, | knew of no one who professed 
love to God, except myself and colleague, 
Mr. Thomas. I have however reason fo 
believe that there might be about halts 
dozen more in different parts of the 
country. Land my colleague removed 
to a great distance up the country, wien 
I had to study the language, and where 
we published the Gospel to the inhali'- 
antsaround. At the present time. throw.) 
the smiles of our gracious God, things 
wear a different aspect ; besides six 
vangelical Episcopalians, two Presbyte- 
riaus, or Independent ministers, ther’ 
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yre 9 stations occupied by Baptist min- 
jsters in this presidency : and 5 churches 
-oustituted, in connexion with our mis- 
on, besides the church and mission sta- 
‘ion at Rangoon, iv the Burman empire.” 
From a later date the statement is thus 
jiyen ; 5 Episcopalians, 6 Independents, 
| Presbyterian, 2 Lutherans,and 17 Bap- 
sts, (including 3 Hindoo preachers.) 
Besides 3 missionaries in Ceylon, and 
} in China ; making in all $35—to which 
Dr. Carey adds—* We are all of one 
neart, and help each other as much as we 
can.” It may be observed that this re- 
markable increase of labours in the Eas- 
tern harvest has been within the 16 years 
of Dr. Carev’s residence in India.—He 
speaks of it as a most encouraging Cire 
cumstance. The additions to the church- 
es this vear amounted to eighty-six. 
1810.—The Lord has graciously plant- 
ed Schurches in Bengal, one in Orissa, 
and one in the Burman empire. In these 
churches there have been added in this 
year, ee hundred and five persons, who 
were baptised and received into commu- 
ion, besides several restored, who had 
ween suspended from communion, or ex- 
cluded. 

The churches above mentioned are so 
spread over Bengal and Orissa, that the 
word of God is more or less published 
throughout the greater part of these coun- 
ties: I say more or less, because the 
means bear no proportion to the extent 
ofcountry. ‘Three new missions have 
vegun within the last 12 or 13 months. 

Brother Robinson, attended by brother 
Cornish, (called to the ministry by the 
iurch at Caleutta) is now gone to Boo- 
‘an. What receptién they will meet 
with, we cannot say ; but the cause is in 
the hands of Gud, who cares much more 
lor it than we do. 

Brother and sister Chamberlain, at- 
tended by brother Peacock, (also called 
to the ministry by the church at Calcut- 
ta) aud his wife, are gone to begin a new 
mission in a remote part of Hindoostan, 
atthe city of Agra, to the northwest of 
Calcutta, about four months journey. 

Brother Moore has been settled at 
sata, nearly in the same direction, ra- 
“ier more northerly, and about midway 
detween Agra and Calcutta. May the 


God of all goodness protect them, and 
Set before them an open door that no man 
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can shut, and so bless their labours in 
these parts, that the word of the Lord 
may sound out from them to all the sur- 
rounding regions. 

In Jessore, Carapeit Arrantoon, a na- 
tive nissionary, has been very success- 
ful. Within a few months, (March) he 
has baptized 30 natives ; 10 persons were 
baptized on one occasion. Some of them 
live ata great distance from the mission- 
ary, who, to obviate the inconvenience, 
administers the Lord’s Supper every 
first day of the week, at a different place 
each time, so that ina month they all 
have opportunity to unite in breaking of 
biead. One or two of them are at a dis- 
tance of two hundred miles ; yet are dili- 
gent to’enjoy the opportunities. 

At Calcutta and Serampore, we have 
seldom a month without baptisings.— 
Seven were added to us at one time — 
About 20 persons who attended worship 
at Calcutta, are under concern of soul, 
besides several who attended the minis- 
try of the excellent Mr. ‘Thomason, at 
the Episcopal Church. In Serampore 
there are 10 persons desirous of joining 
the church. Those who have been bap- 
tized at Serampore are Hindoos ;—at 
Calcutta, chiefly Portuguese Catholics. 
T'wo things are particularly necessary, 
more laborers, and yet greater outpour- 
ings of tae Almighty Spirit. 

We have been called to lament the 
death of Mrs. Robinson ; she died at Din- 
angepore, whither she had been brought 
by brother R. for medical assistance. 

Our brother, John Peter, has been suc- 
cessful in Orissa, and a church is planted 
there. Both he, and our beloved brother 
Arrantoon, are of the Armenian nation, 

The religious soldiers have been called 
to the Isle of France ; there were 30 
members in full communion, and one of 
their number is set over them as pastor, 
so that now there is a Baptist church or- 
ganized, in the 22d regiment. 

Five other pious young men from ano- 
ther regiment, went with them in this 
expedition. Should they succeed in tak- 
ing the Island, they will immediately 
endeavour to erect the banner of the cross 
there, and invite sinners to believe in the 
crucified Savior. Mr. Chater lately ar- 
rived at Calcutta from Rangoon, on ac- 
count of the indisposition of his wife.— 
That country is ina miserable state as it 
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respects political affairs. but the follow- 


ing ae among Many encouraging cir- 
cuistances rtiative to that missionary 


station. 

Mr. Chater and Felix Carey study the 
Janvua ve with success ; they h: ave writ- 
ten gunie trac tsin it: and have begun to 
translate the New ‘Testament into it.— 
They are beloved by all, rich and poor, 


small and great. ‘Iwo valuable young 
men were lately sent thither from the 


London Missionary Society ; but one of 
them (Mr, Brain) has since been remov- 
ed by death ‘lhe surviving one (Mr. 
Pritchet tt) resides with Mr. Felix Carey 
at Rangoon. : 
The missionary station at Cutwa will 
be occupied by Mr. William Carew. from 
Saddamah!, ia consequence of Brother 
Chamberlain’s removal to Agra. Sad- 
damahl and Dinagepors will now form 
but one station, under brother Fernan- 
dez : those places being within 20 miles 
of each oth .. f.

The first seven stations have churches 

In addition to what is stated above, 
appears from the 22d number of the ne. 
riodical accounts of the Haptist Mission 
ary Society. comprising a view of the 
progress of the mission from the beein. 
ning of October 1819) to the end of 
March 18ii. that‘ the number of wis 
sionaries from Eurone was nine, and of 
those raised upin Indie seven, besides 
i2 Hindoo converts who had been either 
ordained to the ministry, or were on 
pr abation with that view. The whole 
number of communicants in the churches 
was 510; of whom 16 had been added jn 
the year 1811.’ 

Letters from the missionaries. te D 
Staughton, and to Mr. Ralston, of Phila- 
de elphia, dated January 1612, state, that 
nearly a hundred persons were added to 


the different churches in the yea 
1811. about 70 of whom were added to 
the church in Caleutta. A day schoo 


rs Lancaster’s plan. had 4d opened in 
Calcutta, for catholic Hindoos and Mus 
sulmans, which contained 315 childrer 
A mission to Java was about to beu 
dertaken by Mr. Robertson. Thea af- 
fairs at laree. of the churches, and of the 
inissionaries, were ina prosperous state. 
On the 11th of March 1812, the print 
ing office at Serampore was consume! 
by fire. T'wo thousand reams of Englis) 
paper, together with founts of types in 
fourteen Asiatic languages, and founts at 
English types for carrying on ten works 
then in press, were burnt. Also the ca- 
ses, stones, brass rules, and iron chases 
corresponding with all these. The print: 
ing of nine editions of the New Test- 
ment and five editions of the Old Testa: 
ment, besides ten works in English, was 
stopped. The presses however, and the

new types, proc uring country paper, and 
pr age with their work as before. 

e loss was estimatedat about $59.000. 
; very large proportion of this sum, is 

nown to have been made up, and tt is 
presumed that by this time,a larger a- 
jount than was lost, has been contribut- 
ej. vv Bible Societies, Mission Societies, 
and mdividual friends to the translation 
of the Scriptures. in England, at Caleut- 
ta, andin this country. 

In the latter part “of the year 1819, 
Mr. and Mrs. Lawson, Mr. and Mrs. 
Johns, and Miss Chathn, were sent out 
from London to join the missionaries at 
Serampore. They arrived in New York 
on the 23d of December. and remained 
in this country waiting fora passage to 
India, until the 18th of Feb. 1812. when 
they sailed in the ship Harmony from 
ladetphia,and on the 8th of August 
they reached Calcutta. 1

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[t is this rehgion, which rising upon

in sp ite of its physical disadvantages, 

have rendered it a para‘ ise, the delight 
and wonder of the world? 

But the genuine Philanth: ‘opist will 
revard the eternal. as well as present 
hap; iness, of mankind: and therefore, 
the saine writer, addressing a Misssona- 
ry destined for India, well observes 5 
* What may satisfy the views ofa States- 
man,ought not to satisfy a Christian Min- 
ister. Itis the husiness ofthe Statesman, 
to project for this World ; of the Chris- 
tian. for eternity. The Statesman pro- 
poses to improve the advantages, and to 
nuitivate the evils of life ; the Christian, 
tie conquest of death, and the achieve- 
ment of immortality. They proceed in 
the same dire: tion. it 3s tine, as far as 
they go: but the one proceeds infinitely 
further than the other.’ 

Expatiating on the $}) iritual benefits 
of the Gospel, an able preac ner remark- 
ed to the same effect ; The o sect of 
Missionary exertions assumes a lar more 
important asp: ci, when we consider 
man as universally fallen, polluted, guil- 
iv, and undone ; and the Gospel as ex- 


hibiting the only method by which he car 


be restored to his pristine happiness, his 
long lost purity, the favor af God, and 
his forfeited heaven. Is he guilty P—It 
presents a suificient Savior, an atoning 
sacrifice, a forgiving God. Is he pol- 
luted F—It opens up for him a fountain 
forsin and for uncleanness. Is he the 
victim ofignorance and error ?—IHere 
then he receives the lessons of a heaven- 
lv prop! het. The Spirit of God becomes 
his kind instructor, and the untutored sa- 
vage is nmde wiser than the learned 
save ;—wise unto salvation. Dvoes he 
feel himself the subject of passions, that 
lead him perpetually astray from God P 
The same Spirit becomes the inmate of 
his bosom, to subdue his passions. to curb 
his lusts, to controul the will, and sanc- 
tify the nature which he has renewed.— 
In every point of view, the Gosnel meets 
his case. Is hea sinner -—I[t offers par- 
don. Js he a debtor ?—It presen fsto 
him his discharge. Is he a captive ?-

mortal health and vigour to his soul.— 
ds he dying :—It is eternal fife.” 
It was a view of the affecting condition 
of the world, and of the benetits which 
the Gospel alone can impart, which led 
a Clergyiman, who will shortly be estab- 
hshed at Malta, in furtherance of the de- 
signs of the Church Missionary Society, 
to say, on a public occasion, * lL remem- 
ber to have read, that, in the Punic 
War, when a city of Spain was besieged 
by the Carthaginians, and it was tardily 
deliberated in’ Rome, what succours 
should be sent to the besieged, a single 
sentence hastened the question to its de- 
cision. Roma deliberat, Saguutum perit! 
‘ While Rome deliberates, Saguntumn 
perishes !? I would apply this sentiment 
tu the present occasion.— While Britain 
deliberates, the world is perishing! [ 
am not for precipitate counsels; but | 
would remind the Meeting, that every 
moment we lose, the world is sinking 
beneath our feet. It has been calculated, 
estimating the population of the globe at 
a thousand millions,* and allowing thirty 
years, for the period of one generation, 
that, inevery moment of time, the soul 
of one human being passes into eternity. 
Hlow awakening this reflection! aud 
could I conceive that it is my dearest 
friend, who is this moment expiring, 
what must be my feelings ? And vet this 
alters not the consideration. Lam bound 
to call every human being my neighbor, 
my friend, my brother. My Savior 
has taught me to do so. Whether he 
be the person that is within the reach of 
my arm, or the man that treads the anti- 
des of the earth, heismy neighbor. 
Vhe place or manner of his death, can- 
not change the question. Whether he 
be languishing in pain, without God and 
without hope, on the sultry deserts of 
Arabia; or breathing out his spirit in
